TYPHOID FEVER.

| apetite, loss of strength, and diarrhea,—

The disease being in the progressive, the
patient is confined, with more headache, stu.
por, great listlessness, and generally a dis.
position to slumber away the time, conside-
rable prostration and mueh loss of strength,
which it now presents, enabies us much in
dinguosing in this fover.

{and on simply turning in bed, half as many
[more. The disease continuing, the pulse
| will reduee in valnme, and become more
hurried ; notwithstanding I have seen the
pulse even in tne sdvaneed stages of the fe-
ver, having muel volume (but as COMPressi-
[ able ss possible for n pulse to be,) remarka-
bly slow, numbering less than fifty beats to
the minute,

A sluguish condition of bowels may be
present and continne throughout the fever ;
itis more probable that the patient will ke
annoyed and mueh exhausted with frequent
liguid evaenations, bringing with them, espe-
clally in the onset, mugh mucons. The alb-
domen becomes distended, tympanitie, and
generally painful to the touch. A gurgling
noise in the bowels, from pressure, hlecough
hemorrhages various, but prineipally from
the bowels, an alarming feature, requinmg
prompt attention, with which it rarely proves
fatal.  Skin generally dry, heat about the
wrists and ancles reduced, often amounting
to a coulness, while the heat over the abdo-
domen is much increased. This aerid, bi-
ting heat, over the bowels, I regard as stri-
kingly characteristio of the Typhoid Fever,

Trearment,—The practice of Physie will
not allow of any invariable precept.
ynerasies, peeuliarities of constitutions,
would proseribe such preseription. Notwith-
standing, I eannot at present hring to bear
on my mind one single case of Typhoid Fe-
ver, in the incipient, or even somewhat ad-
vanced, in which I eould not fully reconeile
the administration of an emetic.  'We think
a good deal may be gained Ly choice of e-
metics. I decidedly prefer ippecacuanha, or
lobelia, to tarter emetic. A serious objee-
tion to the last named srticle is, thut while
vometing, eapecially if you desire to contin-
uc it for some time, is apt to indace in this
fever, an irritation of the mucous surface of
the intestinal tube, thereby bringing on gen-
eral relaxation and watery evacuations,favor-
ing prematurely the nltimate results of Ty-
phoid Fever, prostration and uleeration.

Full und frequent vomiting, for such we
desire, may bo produced® by the ippeeac-
uanha or lobelia, or a eombination of the
two by cqual quantities, which perhaps is
preferable, without mora than oue or two
comfortable, consistent, and thorough evae-
uations of the bowels,

To cvacuate the stomach, thereby remov-
ing gastric impurities, is by no means the
only advantage gained from emetics, Vom-
iting in T'yphoid Fever, where there is a con-
gosted and sluggish state of the portal eircu-
Intion, is highly beneficial. It is not proba-
ble that it is by the shock of the emetics,
imparting new excitement to the nervous
system and their eapacity to remove visceral
congestions, that we in part are enabled to
arrestin many eases, the progress of the so.
called “ self-limiting” disease.

Cathartics.—For this elasa of remedies
beyond the effect of the emetic or emetics,
as the ense may be, we will find small reqni-
sition,  If such action should not follow,
we would prefer soliciting one or two evac-
uations by enema. It does occasionally
happen with very slugrish bowels, that nei-
thet the emotic nor enema is sufficient. Then
the oleaginous mixture—say castor oil and
spirits of turpentine combined, is decide dly
preferred to uny other eathartic.

For mercurials in Typhoid Fever, I have
not discovered any neccasity. Tt is true that
we have seen furred tongues, but thatis
not au infalible indieation of billiary derange
ment. Wo have seen the skin and eye
jnundiced, and if we had no other remedy,
to which that condition is available, we
would decidedly prefer our patient to abide
the consequenc, than the deteriorating effect
of a mercurial, to correct it. The deteriora-
tion to which we allude, is the therapeutic
action of mercurials ( which we
believe the Medieal world agrees,) of redu.
ciog tho plastiey of the blood, which effeet |

There is no reason more conclusive, then,

than this, that by mereurials you premature-
ly induce the very condition that you should
oppose by or with other remedial agents,
Mercurials in Typhoid Fever are remedies
of no inconsiderable depressing powers.—
Other objections might be urged, but the
limits of an articte of this kind precludes
space.

Of the utility of Quinine in this Adonamic
Fever, I do not entertain a doubt. Experi-
ence will invariably teach a full confidence
in the remedy. The chain of morbid asso-
ciations, being broken by full and frequent
vomiting, the system is left in a good degree
qualified for the reception of Quinine, which
article we use both for its sedative and equal-
izing iofluences.  And here I must avow,
that T (with the remedies mentioned,) unmis-
takably have, while the disease is as yet
chiefly developed on the nervous system,
controlled eases in a fow days, and in other
instances preceptably modified the malig
nancy, of the attack. In this, as in some
other continued fevers, there is almost in-
variably a remission, in the latter part of
the night and morning, which justifies the
tolerable free use of Quinine; we preseribe
it in maximum doses from two toten o'clock
A. M. I believe large advantages may be
obtained from the use of Quinine through
that period of the twerty four hours, over
uny other part of the any or night. TItis
true that sensorial disturbance may inter-
vene, which would positively contra indieato
its use, but I would like to remark here that
[ have seen intense sympathetic headache
entirely relieved by both Quinine and Bran-
dy.  And I would also add that T have had
much reason to be pleased with the alterna-
tive property of the latter remedy through-
out the second and sueceeding stages of the
disease.

The next article to be spoken of, is the
Nitrate of Silver.  One not of common use,
but of inealeuluble powers.  The phisiologi-
cal action of the remedy is to diminish local
inflamation. Tt is decidedly antiphlogistic,
of which we have abundant evidenee in Er-
ysipelas, in its effeets in opthalmia, and in-
flamation of other mueons membranes.  In
dysentery, it, in combination, is the most re-
linble of remedies. T wonle advise it early,
yes, anticipace if possible the tollicular uleer
a lesion characteristic of Typhoid Fever,
with this most valuahte of local remedies.—
To show the necesity of employing this rem-
edy early, I would briefly revert to a post
mortem examination made less than o week
ago, (at the request of a medieal friend) ina
case dying of the Typhoid Fever on the 5th
day, showing irregularly diffused exanthem-
cta, with numerous tollicnlar uleerations, of
both the ilinm and eolon. Tee Niteate of
Silver bears less reputation, perpaps, in this
Tollicuiar Enteaite, than it merits, beeausi it
is generally preseribed in minimum doses.
The one-fifth to the one-tenth is generally
weseribed, very small doses to be efficient,
t oceurs to me that the one-third or one-
fourth suspended in mucilage, is a more ef-
fectual dose.  With the Nitrate of silver
and a remedy to ba alluded to, 1 prevent,
or if present, control, beyond a doubt, the
dinrrhaea, so often annoying in Typhoid Fe-
ver. A fearful effeet, but by no means com-
mon, is the Blne-skin. T have seen it pro-
duced more than once, and judging from my
knowledge of those cases, I coneluded that
nothing less than two to three hundred
grains administered in maximum doses and
without intervals will produee it.

It is comfortable for the physician te ful-
ly realize the abundant resource offered in
epispastics.  When, even in despite of other
wedicinal agents, the discase keeps in the
progressive—vital powers showing an evi-
dent tendency to prostration—then he may
relinbly employ his blisters.
it possible in anticipation of prostration—
knowing that there is evidently a period be-
tween the stage of exciteraent and prostra-
tion, in whleh blisters procure a most saluta.
ry influcuce. Congestion is with us a tsoub-
lesome feature in our eases ; predominating
over any local inflimation,

nent equalizers of tho cireulation. Exten.
sive superficiul reseeation may be had with.
out much discharge from blistered surfaces,
which perhaps is not very desirable, by ear-
ly removing the plasters, in which we im-
part new energies to the alrcady succumbing
nervous system—change the action of the
cireulution, &e., thereby re-establishing our
patient beyond our lurgest expectation,

If the disease treated is strictly an Adyna-

mic Fever, stimulants are most certainly re-
quired. Various stimulants are offered such
for example, ns ammonia, camphor, opium,
wine, brandy, &e. W

fico in the mildest cases. In the more ag-
gravated eases, brandy is both most suitable
and reliable,

Quantities.—The one-half, and ngain the
one-fourth of which would in health produce
inebriation, are essentially necessary to
rouse the depressed nervous energy, fill the
circulation and eqaalize the warmth of sur-
face. We employ the capsicum variously
with the pepper gruel to which laudinum is
added in proper quantitics, we obtain two im-
portant ends, viz: produce lusting stimulant
offects and secure perfect quietude on the
part of the bowels. Withont quietude Ty-
phoid fever is a fearfal malady, and with it,
one of small fatality. The most remarkablo
recovery from Typhoid fuver that we have
ever seen, was ono (adult slave) in whom
the bowels wero kept quiet by the daily ad-
ministration of the remedy for twenly-one
consecutive days. [ allude to this case, be-
cause Iam convineed that irreparable mis-
chief is done by pnrgation. Frequent repe-
tition and a steady perseverence in our med-
icinal agents, is essentially necessary in Ty.
phoid Fever

From the Farmer & Planter.
Management of Milch Cows,

Messrs. Eprrors :—I feel myself highly
flattered by the notice you have taken of my
former letter,and the request that you made
of me in reference to the breeding and
management of cattle. I had no idea
that my cows had been heard of so far
from home, though they have been spoken
of, and I ridiculed some little in this vi-
cinity. But to the subject. So far as
breeding is concerned, I have paid no at-
tention to it, except to have the cows to
calve atsuch times as we are best provided
ed with pastureand food. Not having the
means myself of importing, and thus im-
{Aroving my stock, I have long wished that

lived near such a man as Mr. Peters of
Atlanta, that I might profit by his enter-
prise,

My management is simple, and should
be common among the lovers of milk and
butter. In the first place, get the cow fat
before she calves. As soon as she calves, or
(a day or two before,) milk her elean, and
make such applications to the bag ns will
soften it and remove the milk-fever (greasy
water or pot-liquor is good): At the same
time let hier food be such as will increase
the flow of milk, Slops, pumkins, beets,
carrots, &, also, green rye, N oats,
crop-grass, pea-vines or collards, will in-
crease the quantity of milk. This should
be attended to while the calfis very young.
The quality may be improved by more
substantial food, such ns meal, or choop-
ped grain, with a little dry food in sum-
mer, and green lots or esculent roots in
winter, with slops—for all dry or green
food is not so good as a mixture.

The cow should  be housed during bad
weather. I think it injures a cow as much
to be exposed one day and night, as it does
a horse ora mule a weck. Those who
have noticed, observe that cows continue
to improve during the summer and full or
while the pastures are good, butaluring
the winter they lose all the improvement
if left to live on dry food alone, and every
spring we have to start from nothing
again.  Whereas, by having green lots
for the cow to feed on, only one-liour each
day, with a little meal and some roots as
abiove named, we ean keep herup through
the winter, and then  commenee the im-
provement in the spring where we left off
in the fall; and thus increase the milk ev-
ery year, [t matters not how much milk
a cows gives at five years old; T risk the
opinion that she will give double as much
at ten  years old, if the imprm'clm)m is
continued.  For, onee the cow  is really

In conclusion, let me say to the lovers
of milk and butter, take an agricultural
paper; read and study  nature; give your
cows nature's food, and good shelter; milk
her regularly,and be sure to milk her clean,
especially while the calf is young; never
sutfer the mileh cows to run with other
cattley by this means they will give milk
for years—and then, too, you sce that [

Ground Peas

A gentleman residing near this place
informs us that he has dug and measured
a sufficient quantity of his ground peas to
ascertain that they will average one hun-
dred and five bushels to the acre! 'The
land planted is ordinary pine land, on
which was put a little manure. The labor
bestowed was not more than would be
necessary to plant and tend the same
ground in cotton,

The nutritious qualities of the ground
pea are geunerally known.,  They are
said by those who have made the ex-
periment. to be superior to corn for fat-
tening hogs, and for that purpose they
are raised and fed with less trouble than
any othercrop.  They need not be gather-
ed, but remain good in the ground un-
til Maach or April. During six months,
from the first of October to the first of
April, hogs may be turned into the field
of ground peas and kept as fat as though
they had free access to a erib of corn,
